According to the Shanghai.Times, a number 
of Boxer teachers, survivors of igoo, have been 
gathering proselyles and adherents ever since 
the end of the last year. They practised their 
arts and incantation at nights in the remote 
corners of the districts, until at. last the Dis- 
irict Magistrate heard of it. The latter and the 
local garrison of the district raided the pre- 
mises occupied hy the Boxers, one night, re- 

sulting in the capture of some dozen of Boxers, 
‘men and women, after a stubborn resistance 
offered by them, The casualties among the 
troops were ten killed and a few wounded. 
The captives were decapitated on the spot at 
the instruction of Yuan Shih Kai, Flags, 
swords and other warlike weapons were found
